The Colonel Analysec the Situation and Points Out Where the Strength of 
‘Each Candidate Lies, 


BY THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


WQULD like to call attention to the difference in ¢Ompo 
sition of the group of delegates that are for me and the 
group of delegates that are for Mr. Taft. 
Of Mr. Tatt’s delegates rer half come from territories 
and from states that have never cast a Republican elec- 
toral vote since the days of reconstruction. Among these the 
only delegates that are really for Mr. Taft are those who are 
controlled by the use of federal patronage in his interest. 
Over half of the reminder are boss-picked delegates from 
notthern states where there have been no open primaries. 
About an represent theft pure and simple. They are 
delegates who, having tried for election before the people and 
been bea ten, have then been elected by the national committee

Been chosen in states that have held primaries and whe are 
representatives of a seutiment for Mr. Taft. 

In other worde, about one-eighth of his delegates represent a 
yea! sehtiment for him and seven-eighths represent nothing what- 
ever but the use of patronage in his interests in certain Dem- 
ocrati¢ states, the Infigence of politica! bosses in certain Re- 
publican states where there hate been no open primaries, and 
the downright theft and fraud perpetrated in bis interest by 
the Taft members making up the majority of the national 
committee.

Contrast thie with the votes of the delegates who are for me. 
Thirty-three states cast electoral votes for me in 1904, Of these 
thirty-threé states at the recent primaries | carried twenty-one. 
Benator La Pollette carried two, Senator Oummins divided ono 
with Mr. Taft, and nine went in whole or in part for Mr. Taft.

Of these 
votes Mr. Taft received somewhat over 800,000. In other words 
he received less than one-thipd and; in the popular vote, I beut 
him 2 to 1.

The theft of Texas and Washington, with which the national 
committeemen closed a thoroughly disreputable career, marked in 
some respects the climax of what bad been done.

But more. delegates were stolen in Texas and in Washington 
than in of the other states. The Taft members of the national 
committee did not even attempt to justify their conduct. They 
declined even to a roll call, not daring to go on record indi- 
vidually. There Ws literally ne more excuse for upsetting the 
lawfully elected delegates from Texas, and substituting for them 
men who had not a shred of title, than there would Neve been for 
upsetting the entire delegations from, say, Connecticut cr Rhode 
Island; there was far less excuse for throwing out the Texan

As for Washington, in so far as the Taft people advande any 
justification at all, it was that the Republican voters of Wasbing- 
ton in certain big counties had besu allowed to express their 
opinions for themselves at primaries.

There is a liberal education in a national 
ggnvention, but much that one learns is not 
useful to him afterwards. Nowhere else does 
one see in full bloom this special phase of 
convention life that politics develops in « 
free country.

COMMON LAW MARRIAGK. 

Elgin, June 12.—[To the Legal Friend of 
the People.}—About seven years ago a 
couple living outside of the Uuited States 
who did not believe in the civil or religious 
ceremony of marriage (considering it a con- 
tract between individuals) entered into mar- 
riage relations without such ceremony and 
na ve lived together as man and wife ever 
since. About six years ago they removed to 

Illinois and are still living in this state. 
They have three children. (1) Are they en- 
titled to be considered as married under the 
law? (2) Is such a common law marriage 
perfectly valid as regards property rights 
If not, what is the 
status of the parties? 20 

l. Yes. The Iliinols statute prohibiting com- 
mon law marriages ’’ went into force July 1, 1809, 
but this statute only prohibited comnon law 
marriages ** ‘‘ hereafter entered ints.” 

2. Yes. However, it is advisable’ in all cases to 
have a legal marriage performed to protect 
the rights of the children and to avoid amy ques- 
tlons as to title to real estate.

Economical Housekesbing 


Boiled Chicken. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
UR most scientific cooks say that the 
way to bBOil an egg is not to boil it. 
Paradoxically, we may say the same 
thing about chicken, for the way to 
boil a chicken is not to boil it but to 
simmer it. 

In nine cases out of ten in cooking, the 
lésser fire does the better work, and this is 
especially true in the boiling of all meats. 
They must be boiled very, very slowly, which 
is the same thing as saying they must be sim- 
mered. 

Any ancient bird can be simmered until the 
meat will part from the bones, but any young 
chicken can de boiled as tough es the pro- 
verbial old hen—the meat clinging to the 
bones and seeming to be all stic, bony tendon. 

The best way to start the prepared chicken 
is to pour boiling water over it, let it boll up 
for a few brief minutes—five is usually about 
all it will stand—-then lessen the fira. Skim 
and keep eres while cooking. 


> 
Do not sali the water to start with, as our 
old fashioned recipes told us to do. Put the 
alt in when the chicken is half done. A good 
cook with the knack can do almost anything 
in this way, and spoil neither the broth nor 
thé bouilli, but theer are others who must fol- 
low rules to the letter. * 

To insure greater tendérness, some cooks 
fub their boiling chicken with a lemon before 
putting it on to cook. Others put a tablespoon 
or two of vinegar into the water. Neither ef 
these things do any harm, and either may 
lessen any rank quality present. But they are 
not absolutely necesssary to the securing of 
a tender product. 


Notice that it ig 8 pot for boiling rather 
than the stewpan. There is just as much dif- 
ference in the boiling of things in a thick iron 
pot, which holds the heat and distributes 
even gas heat, as between the thin bottomed 
frying pan and one thick bottomed, For very 
quick cooking the thin bottomed frying pan 
is out of the question, as we know, because a 
meat will burn so quickly in it. 

We have a greater number of uses for cold 
chicken in summer than in winter, and, by 
the way, it is generally bétter to let our 
chicken cool in the liquor in which it was 
Monge and stay in it until we are ready to 
use 

Chicken Salaé.—If there is one thing more 
than another concerning which tastes differ. 
it is in the making of this salad. The amount 
of celery used varies from one-third as much 
as chicken to one and a half times as 
much celery as meat. Equal parts of chicken, 
celery, and cabbage are sometimes used, and 
the dressings are legion, from the expensive 
mayonnaise to the inexpensive boiled dress- 
ings. The salad may also be garnished to suit 
the taste. Some of the older Farnishes were 
bolled beets and hard boiled egs, which a Jap- 
anese 2 win . nto roses.

The form is headed Petition of Shippers 
to the Parties. It follows:

Provide. that in all adjustments of 
rates ample revenue shall be insured them 
to meet existing obligations and to attract 
capital for necessary improvements and 
extensions.

NEW PRODUCE HAS CHANGES; 
STAPLES FIRM DURING WEEK. 


Only Shifts in Values Shown by Season- 
able Commodities—Poultry and Fruit 
Active at Reductions. | 


‘Changes in produce values at Chicago last 
week -were almost entirely confined to sea- 
son readjustments of quotations on com · 
modities newly produced and coming for- 
werd in liberal quantities for the firet time 
this year. Spring chickene, for instance, 
were lowered 2@8c a Ib, new potatoes de- 
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“What is here discussed has no » tetring 
whatever on any general advance in rates 
So far as the Railway Business association 
is informed no such advance ts under con- 
sideration. If every schedule in the United 
States were to be raised tomorrow this would 
in no way touch the question which is here 
offered for public discussion. What is urged 
is that the method of regulating rates should 
be sufficiently flexible to conform to the 
needs of industry and to the requirements 
of the carriers and to insure their fullest 


efficiency.” 


Want Rail Regulation Plank. 

“The nationai party conventions soon to 
meet will adopt in their platforms what 
they regard as the most important policies 
of government for the well being of the 
country, says the bulletin. Such policies 
will be designed to comprehend the whole 
range of the public needs and to insure pros- 
perity and progress to the whole people. To 
these policies each party will pledge itself, 
and will be expected, in event of success at 
the polls in November, to shape legislation 
and administration during the next four 
years in accordance therewith. 

„Among the subjects hitherto considered 
in the party platforms hae been that of ral - 
way regulation. This subject will, without 
doubt, be dealt with again in 1912. It is the 
purpose of this bulletin to direct the atten- 
tion of the parties to a phase of that subject 
involving momentous consequences to thé 
national welfare, twice urged upon congress 
by the interstate commerce commission, and 
never yet acted upon-—namely: the inade- 
quate supply of railway facilities and the 
difficulty of dealing with it under regulation 
as now established. The difficulty lies in the 
absence of any connection between rate 


ries, nrelons, and peaches, underwent reduc- 
tions that amounted: to 18000 per cent of 
their former values. 

Staple products, on the other hand, were 
Grmly held. Old crop potatoes sold at an 
advance and closed 5@10c a bu higher for the 
week: butter made a gain of 4c; eggs were 
firm to lc a dozen higher; cheese advanced 
1c a lb, and fowls made a slight gain. 

Trade was of good volume, especially in 
fresh fruits, the list of which was increased 
by the arrival of more berries, the first new 
apples of the season, fair consignments of 
peaches from Texas, and generous receipts 
of gem melons from California and Mexico, 
Watermelons were also in larger supply, but 
the weather waß too cool for a free consump- 
tive demand. 

Firmness in the market for dairy products, 
butter, eggs, and cheese, was due largely to 
the activity of speculative buyers, who took 
the bulk of the best receipts to place in cold 
| storage warehouses. Receipts of eggs for 
the week were more than 16,000 cases in ex · 
cess of arrivals for the corresponding week 
last year, ané prices were much higher than 
at that time, but this did not seem to intimi- 
date the speculators and nothing that wes 
desirable was left unsold. 

Receipts of new potatoes from the south, 
west were large, but the quality waa uneven 
and this served tounsettlethetrade. Prices 
covered a wide range, with sales of poor 
stock down to $1.25 and of fancy goods at 
$1.60 and better. Old potatoes were in small 
compass and firmly held. 
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Purpose of the e e 

Explaining the purpose of the railway or- 
ganization of which George A. Post is presi- 
dent, the bulletin says: 

„The Railway Business association by this 
bulletin makes ite first appeal to the leaders 
end members of the political parties, and 
invites their candid examination of its mo- 
tive, purpose, and method.

“It is representative of a group of indus- 
tries which, when times are good, give em- 
ployment to 1,500,000 American workingmen. 
It operates with complete independence of 
the railways. with no reilway official in its 
membership or in its councils. Not a dollar 
ig contributed to its support by the railways. 

„Its motive ts to promote railway con- 
struction and additions to keep pace with 
the growth of our country, and thereby afford 
steadier and wider employment to the hun- 


independent steel companies reported a fal- 
ing off in business in finished steel products 
in the last week or ten days, but subsidiary 
companies of the steel corporation continued 
to book business close to a rate of 45,000 tons 
a day in the aggregate. 

Orders for steel pipe, steel sheets, and wire 
products were more than satisfactory. Ma- 
rine work placed and pending calls for about 
20,000 to 25,000 tons of steel plates, some of 
which already has been placed with east- 
ern and Pittsburgh mills. 

The railroads placed contracts for 80,000 
tons of rails: Few orders for car or locomo - 
tives came to the surface, but the Harriman 
lines will goon close for 12,000 additional cars, 
the Baltimore and Ohio will buy 70,000 tons 
of steel for under frames for 14,000 cars, 
and the Pennsylvania railroad is taking bids 
on several thousand cars to de vat ite 
ably this month. 
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
